1. Combination Plane No. 1080 is designed for use in the 
following types of work: Dadoing, Rabbeting, Tonguing and 
Grooving, Beading, Matching and Sash Cutting. It may also 
be used as a Filletster and with special cutters as a Reeding Plane. 

2. The Plane has a Fence (B) which is reversible for use on 
wide boards, and which is also adjustable along the Rods for 
either side of the Plane. It is designed for convenient service 
when the Plane is used as a Filletster or Plow. 

3. The Plane also has a Movable Bed (A) to be used as an 
additional support with cutters except the % inch and narrower. 

4. Both the Bed (D) and the Movable Bed (A) have Spur 
Cutters (H), shown in the illustration on Page 6, designed to 
cut the wood ahead of the cutter (usually across the grain) at 
right angle to it, and thus insure smooth results. 

5. Two sets of Rods are furnished on which the Fence and 
Movable Bed slide. One set (S) is 4}4 inches, the other (R), 
8)4 inches in length (see Page 17). 

6. The Plane is fitted with two Depth Gauges for regulating 

the depth of the cut, one (N) on the Movable Bed, and one (L) 
on the Bed. (L may be raised or lowered by means of an adjusting

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7. An Adjustable Guide (U) is provided for use when bead¬ 
ing or grooving on the edge of a tongued board, where there is 
not room for the hence.

It may also be used as a Filletster and as a Reeding Plane and is 
also adapted for slitting, Matching, making Hollows and Rounds 
and a variety of mouldings, including Ogee (Reverse, Roman 
and Grecian) and Quarter Round with Bead. 

2. 52 cutters are furnished regularly with No. 1085 including 
the 29 cutters (22 regular and 7 special shown on pages 10 to 12) 
used with the No. 1080 and the 25 additional cutters intended 
especially for No. 1085 (shown on pages 13 to 15). These ('ut¬ 
ters are Xos. 1 to 18 inclusive, Nos. 21, 23, 24 and 125, and Nos.

3. Special cutters can be furnished to order suitable for any 
type of work at a reasonable price.

4. Plane No. 1085 is provided with two Fences (B5 and F5), 
both of which are adjustable along the Rods on either side. 
Fence A5 is reversible for use on wide boards. In Fence A5 the 
lower holes for the Rods should be used where a firm support is 
required and in cases where the room is limited. Use upper 
holes where it is necessary for the Fence to project underneath 
the cutter as in Filletster work. 

5. The other Fence (E5) is provided with a regulating feature 
for especially fine work. By means of the Fence Adjusting Screw 
(C5), the wood bearing surface of the Fence, namely, the Plate 
JF5), may be moved forward or back without disturbing the 
position of the main part of the Fence. The Set Screw (P5) 
locks the Plate to the Fence.

5. A Stop (O) is provided to be used in connection with the 
Slitting Cutter No. 125 (see Page 15), where it is desired to 
regulate the depth of the slitting cut. 

6 . An Adjustable Guide (U) is provided for use when beading 
or grooving on the edge of a tongued board, where there is not 
room for the Fence. In that case it replaces the Depth Gauge 
(N) shown in illustration on Page 7. 
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7. An Adjustable Stop (K5) is used in regulating the thick¬ 
ness of the shaving. This may be raised or lowered by means of 
the Adjustable Stop Nut (L5). It may be lowered laterally on 
Adjustable Stop Rest (J5). Where certain cutters are used, for 
example, Hollows and Rounds, on which the depth cannot be 
controlled from the edge of the cutter, this stop prevents the 
tendency for the cutters to tear the wood. By removing the 
Shoe (05) the Adjustable Stop may be used as a guide in beads 
or grooves. 

8 . The Handle has ample room for the hand. The metal parts 
of the Plane except the cutters are Cadmium Plated. The wood 
used on the Fences and Handle is Mahogany. 

9 . The Cutters are raised or lowered by means of a positive 
Up and Down Adjustment (E) so constructed that the cutters 
will not easily become detached from it.
